Report  for  the  Year  1 971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


As  this  is  my  last  report,  I  thought  that  it  would  he  interesting  to 
summarise  some  of  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  district  since  my 
appointment  in  191-3.  I  propose  to  deal  with  the  changes  under  two 
headings.  The  Environment,  and  The  People. 

THE  ENVIROMCENT: 

In  1948  there  was  an  acute  shortage  of  houses,  which  had  as  one  of 
its  chief  causes  the  total  absence  of  building  since  the  outbreak  of  war 
in  1939.  Cottages  were  for  the  most  part  without  sanitation  and  depended 
for  water  upon  wells.  In  many  cases  the  brickwork  and  roofs  of  houses 
were  defective  so  that  they  were  cold  and  v^et.  There  were  many  cottages 
still  in  occupation  consisting  of  one  bedroom,  one  landing  bedroom,  one 
room  on  the  ground  floor  and  a  lean-to  kitchen.  Overcrowding  was  rife. 

A  housing  survey  carried  out  in  1950  gave  the  following  results

Infestation. 


Before  the  modern  insecticides  came  into  use,  bug  infestation  of 
houses  was  common,  and  human  infestation  by  lice  and  fleas  by  no  means 
unknown.  The  pattern  of  infectious  disease  was  such  that  terminal  dis¬ 
infestation  was  still  being  practised  and  disinfection  and  disinfestation 
centres  were  maintained  often  at  the  local  fever  hospital;  Upton  fever 
hospital  was  closed  in  19 k-^/h-1 .  Terminal  disinfection  is  now  unnecessary 
except  in  rare  cases;  infestation  of  houses  by  bed-bugs  has  virtually 
disappeared.  Body-lice  have  not  been  seen  in  the  district  since  about 
1  955?  head-lice  however  are  still  found  and  recently  have  shown  re¬ 
sistance  to  D.D.T.  Newer  insecticides  have  been  found  to  work,  but  it 
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is  unlikely  that  any  of  these  infestations  will  ever  he  totally  eradicated 

Water  Supplies. 

Most  of  the  area  was  supplied  by  private  wells  of  which  in  1948  about 
50%  were  unsatisfactory.  122  samples  were  taken  from  these  wells  in  194-9 
and  only  6  in  1 970.  A  public  water  supply  covered  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Upton  parish;  a  few  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  were  sup¬ 
plied  by  neighbouring  authorities*  and  in  Madresfield  the  Estate  provided 
a  supply  for  its  own  houses. 

Over  the  past  20  years  a  fairly  comprehensive  scheme  of  public  water 
supply  has  evolved,  water  being  derived  from  the  following  sources: 
Ketford;  Cheltenham  and  Coventry  supplies  from  the  Severn  at  Ilythe  Bridge 
and  Strensham  respectively;  Malvern,  Worcester,  and  the  Upton  bore-hole, 
which  has  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  past  20  years  though 
the  mineral  content  of  the  'water  is  gradually  increasing. 

By  and  large,  the  water  sources  in  the  district  have  a  fairly  high 
mineral  content,,  The  area  around  Bushley  and  Queenhill  has  a  very  high 
permanent  hardness;  there  is  a  high  temporary  handness  in  Berrow,  where 
a  layer  of  calcareous  sandstone  can  be  traced  right  across  the  district 
as  far  at  least  as  The  Rhydd.  A  private  bore-hole  sunk  in  Kempsey  pro¬ 
duced  a  good  potable  supply,  while  one  sunk  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
produced  a  supply  with  0,  high  saline  content. 


There  were  three  wells  in  the  district  which  from  tine  to  time  pro¬ 
duced  water  with  a  dangerously  high  nitrate  content.  These  wells  were 
situated  at  Hook  Bank,  Ifenley  Castle  and  Kerswell  G-reen. 


In  1943  there  was  a  sewerage  scheme  covering  Upton  and  Tunnel  Hill. 
Sma.ll  works  also  functioned  at  the  following  places:  Longdon,  Hanley  Swan 
Welland,  and  Madresfield;  Kempsey  also  had  a  system  of  public  sewers.  In 
a  number  of  places  there  were  communal  drainage  sy-  terns  which  had  grown  up 
over  the  years,  and  which  were  responsible  for  statutory  nuisances  of 
varying  degree.  Untreated  sewage  used  to  flow  down  the  French  ditch  at 
Severn  Stoke  and  find  its  way  direct  to  the  river*  a  serious  sewerage 
nuisance  existed  at  Clifton*  at  Ripple,  the  roadside  ditches  had  been 
piped  in,  and  partially-treated  sewage  flowed  through  these  and  finally 
through  a  section  of  what  was  probably  a  Roman  conduit,  into  the  Ripple 
Brook.  Nuisances  from  partially- treated  a.nd  untreated  sewage  occurred 
at  Bushley,  Pendock,  Kinnersley,  and  Baughton,  and  in  other  areas.  A 
series  of  reports  have  been  made  to  the  Council,  as  follows :-

Refuse. 

In  1 94-8  there  were  innumerable  small  tips  dotted  around  the  country¬ 
side*  the  methods  of  covering  refuse  were  barely  adequate,  and  each  site 
formed  a  centre  of  potential  rodent  infestation.  A  large  tip  was  sited  in 
a  field  near  Upton  almost  'in flood's  way*.  Over  the  years  these  sites  have 
been  reduced  in  number  so  that  now/  only  two  are  in  use. 

In  1953  Mr.  Firth,  Mr.  Cromwell  and  I  first  pressed  for  incineration 
of  ail  refuse  within  the  district.  Opposition  to  the  idea  was  first  most 
strongly  encountered  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is  only  in  the 
last  few  years  that  a  scheme  has  been  accepted.  7e  are  now  happy  and  re¬ 
lieved  that  the  days  of  refuse-tipping  are  nearing  an  end. 

Heat  Inspection. 

The  tightening- up  of  the  Regulations  concerning  meat  inspection  over 
the  past  20  years  has  resulted  in  an  increa.se  in  the  amount  of  time  spent 
by  the  health  inspectorate  on  this  work,  so  that  now  over  20  hours  a  week 
are  devoted  to  this  task. 

Food.  Factories. 


There  are  no  large  factories  as  such  in  this  district.  Host  processed 
food  sold  in  the  district  is  produced  in  factories  outside  the  district. 
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The  Upton  mortuary  was  opened  in  December  1953?  prior  to  this  date, 
a  temporary  corrugated  iron  building  existed  within  the  grounds  of  what 
is  now  Laburnum  House,  mainly  for  the  reception  of  the  bodies  of  the  in¬ 
mates,  and  which  the  County  Council  allowed  to  be  used  as  a  public 
mortuary.  The  new  building  was  designed  jointly  by  the  Architect,  the 
Pathologist,  Mr.  Cromwell  and  myself,  and  has  continued  to  give  satis¬ 
factory  service  for  the  past  19  years.  Last  year  Pershore  (which  is 
situated  in  the  same  coroner’s  area  as  Upton)  also  sta,rted  to  use  the 
mortuary,  additional  cold  storage  accommodation  being  installed  for  this 
purpose.

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THU  FU0PLE: 

Infectious  Disease. 

In  1947  there  were  9  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  2  deaths;  no  cases 
have  occurred  since.  A  vigorous  immunisation  campaign  followed:  in  the 
year  1950  I  was  able  to  report  that  of  2,819  children  under  the  age  of 
Ilf,  1,911  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  and  this  high  level  of 
immunisation  was  maintained  from  then  onv;ards. 

In  1950  we  saw  the  first  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  1  2  years.  In 
1952  there  were  A  cases,  all  occurring  in  a  small  area  where  the  popu¬ 
lation  at  risk  was  less  than  400  -  possibly  the  highest  incidence  of  the 
disease  ever  recorded.  Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  had  abolished 
the  infection  by  1958. 

In  1954  we  saw  the  beginning  of  the  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis:  this  coincided  with  the  introduction  of  antibiotic  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  dises.se,  to  be  followed  bv  the  imrnunisa.tion  of  school  children 
with  B.C.G-.  vaccination.  In  1949  there  were  39  males  s.nd  43  females  on 
the  Tuberculosis  register,  and  there  were  9  deaths.  At  the  end  of  1971 
there  were  4  males  and  2  females  on  the  register. 

The  discovery  of  penicillin  has  reduced  the  mortality  from  Pneumonia, 
with  the  result  that  the  expecta/tion  of  life  for  those  aged  6 0  has  in¬ 
creased  by  7  or  8  years,  resulting  in  an  enormous  increase  in  the  number 
of  old  people  who  have  to  be  looked  after.  Until  1955,  those  who  were 
unable  to  fend  for  themselves  were  either  housed  in  alms-houses  or  County 
Council  homes.  The  emergence  of  specialised  old  people’s  accommodation, 
the  conversion  of  old  workhouses  into  homes  for  the  elderly,  and  the 
provision  of  new  homes  by  the  County  Council,  improved  the  lot  of  the 
elderly,  but  at  the  same  time  tended  to  remove  them  from  the  run  of 
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everyday  life  -  sometimes  prematurely  so.  A  recent  move  has  taken  place 
to  keep  the  elderly  in  the  community  as  long  as  possible,  and  the  geriatric 
health  service,  new  well  established  provides  for  the  observation,  through 
its  health  visitors,  of  old  people  living  outside  institutions*  and  by 
means  of  meals-on-wheels,  home-help  services,  and  the  like,  enables  them 
to  remain  independent  for  a  little  longer. 

In  1963  I  commented  on  a  case  of  hypothermia  in  which  an  old  person 
nearly  died  from  exposure  to  cold  in  her  own  house  This  condition  is 
now  much  better  understood,  and  one  wonders  how  many  people  died  of 
hypothermia  undiagnosed  in  the  countryside  before  194-7. 

Population  Movement. 

Ahile  there  has  been  a  large  increase  over  the  last  20  years  in  the 
number  of  elderly  people  and  children  living  in  the  district,  it  is  doubt¬ 
ful  if  there  has  been  a  similar  decrease  in  the  migration  of  young  adults 
away  from  the  district.  In  1  964-  I  carried  out  a  major  survey  of  population 
migration  into  and  out  of  Unton,  based  on  the  1931,  1951,  and  1 961  Census 
reports,  and  was  able  to  show  that  a  big  loss  of  population  occurred  in  the 
age  group  20  -  50,  and  that  migration  back  into  the  rural  district  occurred 
over  the  age  of  55.  This  trend  has  to  some  extent  been  reversed  in  the  last 
few  years,  with  the  building  of  so  many  houses  in  Ripple,  in  villages  along 
the  A. 33,  and  in  villages  between  Worcester  and  Halvernj  these  houses  are 
mainly  occupied  by  young  families,  the  husbands  working  in  Gloucester, 
Ashchurch,  Worcester,  Malvern,  or  even  further  afield. 

The  stresses  involved  in  commuting  are  two-fold.  I11  the  first  place, 
this  is  an  expensive  way  of  life,  and  if  these  expenses  are  added  to  those 
of  repaying  a  mortgage,  the  amount  of  available  money  within  the  household 
is  often  relatively  little.  I  have  not  yet  seen  evidence  of  malnutrition 
in  young  wives,  but  do  -wonder  if  this  might  not  occur  should  financial 
pressures  increase * 

The  other  problem  that  these  families  have  to  face,  is  the  loneliness 
of  the  wives  living  in  these  small  communities  when  husbands  are  away  often 
for  12  hours  daily,  5  days  a  week.  These  stresses  are  likely  to  cause 
symptoms  of  anxiety  which  may  need  treatment,  and  are  probably  a  new  and 
increasing  problem,  in  contrast  to  the  difficulties  which  faced  young 
couples  20  or  30  years  ago,  whose  problems  Y/ere  much  more  concerned  with 
the  physical  hardships  and  hazards  of  living:  where  these  causes  operate, 
on  the  v/hole  anxiety  is  less  evident.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen,

environmental  health  functions  of  the  department  during  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1971*  It  will  be  noted  that  the  arrangement  of  items  is 
slightly  different  from  that  of  previous  years,  all  tables  and  similar 
statistical  material  being  grouped  together  at  the  end  of  the  report 
(Appendices  I  and  II,  pp  16-27);  certain  items,  on  which  additional 
information  is  awaited  from  the  Registrar-General,  will  form  the  subject 
of  a  further  Appendix,  to  be  circulated  as  soon  as  the  necessary  details 
become  available.

From  the  point  of  view  of  those  who  have  to  perform  them,  the 
departments  environmental  health  functions  divide  naturally  into  two 
main  categories,  and  the  year's  activities  may  usefully  "be  considered 
under  the  following  headings 

I  :  duties  which  must  be  given  priority  -  i.e.  where  an 
officer  must  be  readily  available  "on  call"  to  those 
requiring  service; 

II  :  routine  duties,  which  go  on  throughout  the  year,  sub¬ 
ject  to  priority  being  given  to  the  department's  more 
urgent  commitments. 


CATEGORY  I  :  DUTIES  NIGH  MU1T  BE  GIVEN  PRIORITY. 


Meat  Inspection. 

Of  its  nature,  meat  cannot  be  indefinitely  detained;  meat  inspection 
must  conform,  within  reason,  to  the  requirements  of  the  trade.  The  single 
slaughterhouse  in  the  district,  under  private  ownership  at  Hanley  Swan, 
continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year,  all  meat  being  fully  examined 
by  the  Council's  qualified  inspectors  before  release  to  the  butchers' 
shops . 


In  1971,  6,166  food  animals  -  71 7  cattle,  5,449  "smalls"  -  were 
slaughtered  and  inspected,  an  overall  increase  of  1 ,04-6,  or  20%  compared 
with  1 970;  most  notably,  the  number  of  pigs  rose  by  698  (4-7%).  This 
increased  activity  followed  the  closure  of  slaughterhouses  at  Eckington 
and  (temporarily)  Ledbury;  during  the  year  the  Hanley  Swan  premises 
supplied  meat  to  butchers  in  Upton,  Malvern,  Ledbury,  Worcester  and 
Pershore  districts. 

12  animal  carcases  were  surrendered  as  unfit;  386  carcases  had 
some  part  condemned;  one  beef  carcase  was  detained  in  cold  storage 
affected  with  the  tapeworm  cyst,  C.Bovis.  These  figures  are  quite  low; 
the  meat  in  general  continued  to  be  of  very  high  quality. 

Meat  inspection  charges  were  increased  during  the  year  to  1_8p  per 
bovine  animal,  5p  per  pig  or  calf,  and  Ap  per  sheep  or  lamb.  The  year's 
income  from  this  source  totalled  £286.4-2. 
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Unsound  Food 


The  law  rightly  requires  that  reports  of  unsound  food  he  investi¬ 
gated  forthwith.  Such  incidents  were  fortunately  few  during  1971.  Two 
cases  were  dealt  with  informally,  without  recourse  to  prosecution;  a 
third  -  in  which  a  loaf  of  bread  was  found  to  contain  part  of  a  ball¬ 
point  pen  -  awaited  Committee  consideration  at  the  year's  end. 


Food  Poisoning. 

The  only  incident  of  note  during  the  year  was  an  outbreak  at  a  local 
school,  in  which  14  pupils  and  5  staff  members  were  affected  with 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  A  full  investigation  was  carried  out  into  the 
possibility  of  food  poisoning,  and  enquiries  were  made  at  other  schools 
served  with  meals  from  the  central  kitchen,  but  no  similar  cases  were 
found  to  have  occurred  elsewhere;  moreover, 4  of  the  persons  affected 
had  not  taken  school  meals.  Samples  were  collected  from  affected  per¬ 
sons  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory;  in  no  case  were  pathogenic 
organisms  found  to  be  present.  In  view  of  this  it  was  felt  most  un¬ 
likely  that  the  outbreak  could  have  been  caused  by  a  food  poisoning 
organism;  nevertheless,  two  food  handlers  who  had  been  affected  were 
excluded  from  work  as  a  precautionary  measure. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Incidence  of  communicable  disease  Y/ithin  the  district  remained  low, 
the  most  frequently  notified  being  measles  (37  cases). 

During  September  notifications  were  received  from  Birmingham  and 
G-atwick  Airports  of  travellers  returning  from  a  Cholera- infected  area  in 
Spain  without  valid  certificates  of  vaccination.  5  such  persons  residing 
in  the  district  were  kept  under  observation  until  the  end  of  the  incubation 
period;  all  remained  free  from  infection. 


201  visits  were  made  in  response  to  complaints  of  "nuisance”  -  a 
very  general  term,  though  in  fact  our  activities  are  restricted  to  the 
abatement  of  those  specific  nuisances  defined  in  the  Public  Health  Acts 
and  allied  legislation  (principally,  matters  prejudicial  to  the  health 
of  the  community).  All  complaints  'were  investigated  as  speedily  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and  statutory  or  informal  action  taken  as  appropriate. 


Matters  complained  of  in  1 971  were  as  varied  as  ever,  and  included  - 
sewage  sludge  spread  on  fields  close  to  dwellings;  fly  nuisance  from 
poultry-houses;  discolouration  and  unpalatab ility  of  a  public  water 
supply;  noise  from  model  aircraft  and  from  sheep  assembled  overnight 
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in  large  numbers  awaiting  dispersal  to  markets;  offensive  matter  in  dust¬ 
bins  (a  complaint  from  the  dustmen);  homeless  cats  prowling  an  estate  for 
elderly  persons;  minor  smoke  nuisances,  invariably  due  to  individual 
negligence;  sewer  smells  from  street  gulleys;  the  curious  odour  that 
arose  in  a  certain  bathroom  whenever  the  hot  taps  were  turned  on*  ditches 
obstructed,  and  ditches  polluted  with  sewage  -  the  latter  a  perennial 
problem  unlikely  to  be  permanently  resolved  until  finance  is  made  avail¬ 
able  for  small  sewerage  schemes  for  isolated  communities;  housing  defects 
in  the  private  sector  (Council  tenants  complain  direct  to  the  Housing 
Manager) . 

Successful  nuisance  abatement  depends  largely  on  public  co-operation; 
the  ratepayer  who  brought  us  a  bucket  of  sewage  just  before  Christmas,  by 
way  of  evidence,  was  performing  a  public  service.  Members  of  the  public 
are  reminded  that  the  Public  Health  Department  -  while  preferring  to 
collect  its  own  evidence  -  will  always  listen  to  complaints  of  matters 
prejudicial  to  health,  and  do  its  best  to  remedy  them. 


Unfit  Housing. 

Complaints  of  unfit  housing  present  a  special  difficulty,  in  that 
where  closure  or  demolition  action  proves  necessary,  there  may  be  un¬ 
avoidable  delay  before  existing  occupiers  can  be  rehoused.  Tith  a  limited 
building  programme,  appropriate  alternative  accommodation  may  not  become 
available  until  months  or  even  years  after  the  initial  inspection. 

One  demolition  and  one  closing  order  were  made  in  1 971 .  At  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  occupiers  of  six  condemned  properties  awaited  rehousing. 


Imp r ov  ement  G-rant  s . 

These,  by  providing  financial  assistance  not  only  towards  improvements, 
but  also  towards  repairs  carried  out  at  the  same  time,  have  given  the  most 
helpful  answer  to  date  to  the  problem  of  housing  defects  generally.  The 
Council,  as  frequently  exhorted  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  have 
gone  to  considerable  lengths  to  expedite  consideration  of  grant  applications 
our  quickest  approvals  so  far  have  been  a  standard  grant  within  1+  days  and  a 
discretionary  grant  within  3  days  of  the  date  of  application.  ( Our  slowest, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  been  "pending”  for  15  months,  the  time  taken  by  the 
applicant  to  provide  an  acceptable  builder's  estimate.) 

These  were  exceptional  cases;  normally  grants  are  approved  in  about 
2-3  weeks  -  it  is  unusual  for  an  application  to  wait  longer  than  a  month 
for  a  decision.  Much  of  the  preliminary  work,  including  the  complicated 
’qualification1  procedure,  falls  on  the  department’s  youngest  member. 

Miss  Core,  whose  vigilance  ensures  that  delays  by  her  senior  colleagues 
are  kept  to  a  minimum. 
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improvement  Grants.  (Cont.) 


66  discretionary  grants  were  approved  in  1971,  an  increase  of  k-Jffo  on 
the  previous  year;  standard  grant  approvals  diminished  from  29  to  17. 

In  terms  of  hard  cash,  grants  approved  totalled  1g77_^333,.J7Q  overall  -  an 
increase  of  £52, 232.00 ,  or  208%,  on  1 970, 

Work  in  Progress. 

Supervisory  visits  are  made  to  improvement  works  in  progress,  as 
required  hy  statute  and  by  builders,  owners,  and  other  interested  parties 
needing  advice;  spot  checks  are  made  as  time  permits.  In  certain 
troublesome  cases  we  have  been  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  the  Council’s 
specialists  in  building  inspection,  Mr,  Bull  and  his  successor  Mr.  Deeprose.

Another  year  has  passed  without  the  appearance  in  the  district  of 
rats  resistant  to  Warfarin,  as  applied  by  Miss  Clements,  who  has  been 
responsible  for  this  section  of  the  department’s  work  for  the  past  20 
years.  141  treatments  for  rats  and  24  for  mice  were  carried  out  in  1971, 
charges  being  made  for  business  premises  and  farms;  the  income  from  this 
source  totalled  £147.00. 

A  feature  of  the  year  was  the  very  high  number  of  wasps'  nests  re¬ 
ported.  In  this  district  the  department  carry  out  wasp  treatments  only 
in  cases  of  special  need  -  e.g.  for  old  age  pensioners  with  no  other 
help  available;  to  have  dealt  with  all  cases  reported  in  1971  would 
have  been  quite  impossible  without  an  increase  in  staff.  Special  con¬ 
cessions  for  minority  groups  tend  to  be  regarded  with  disfavour,  but 
the  public  proved  very  understanding  in  this  instance,  and  in  general 
agreed  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  treatments  wherever  possible. 


Petroleum  Installations. 

5  ne?/  underground  storage  tanks  were  tested  during  the  year;  each 
new  tank  has  to  undergo  an  air  pressure  test  after  lowering  into  the 
ground  and  before  it  is  covered  over.  At  the  end  of  1971  there  were  72 
licensed  petroleum  stores  in  the  district. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  47  :  Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  formal  action  proved  necessary  under  this  Section,  although  in¬ 
quiries  were  made  into  cases  of  elderly  persons  living  alone  and  thought 
to  be  in  need  of  care,  the  facts  being  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  who  arranged  for  further  surveillance  where  necessary. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  ( C ont . ) 

(b)  Section  50  :  Burial  or  cremation  of  the  dead. 

2  interments  were  carried  out  of  persons  who  had  died  in  the  district 
without  known  kin,  Mr.  Dickens  representing  the  Council  on  both  occasions. 


The  Council  mortuary  at  Upton  now  serves  Pershore  Rural  District  as 
well  as  our  own  area  (excluding  Powick).  Its  services  were  required  in 
17  separate  instances,  post  mortems  being  performed  in  15# 

Maintenance  of  the  premises  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.  K,  Hobbs  (a  part- 
tine  appointment).  It  is  pleasing  that  persons  in  a  position  to  comment 
have  generally  commended  both  Mr.  Hobbs*  performance  of  his  duties,  and  the 
high  standard  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Council. 


CATEG-ORY  II  :  ROUTINE  DUTICS. 


(These  are  not,  of  course,  "mere”  routine,  but  duties  imposed  by 
statute,  in  the  public  interest.  They  include  the  inspection  of  food 
premises  and  workplaces,  housing  surveys,  surveillance  of  water  supplies, 
surveys  and  reports  on  sewerage  and  sey/age  disposal;  and  generally,  in 
the  words  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  surveys  necessary  to 
"keep  informed"  as  to  the  "sanitary  circumstances"  of  the  district  and 
nuisances  requiring  abatement.) 


Inspection  of  Food  Premises. 

The  district  has  6  butchers,  A  bakehouses,  50  licensed  premises,  and 
some  50  other  food  premises  of  various  kinds  -  mainly  retail  businesses  of 
moderate  size.  A  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  throughout 
the  district.  Noted  with  pleasure  is  the  successful  modernisation  of  a 
central  hostelry,  the  Trite  Lion  Hotel  in  Upton,  including  improved  food 
preparation  facilities  for  which  we  have  long  pressed. 


Workplaces  -  Offices  and  Shops.  Factories,  and  Earns.  • 

The  requirement?  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and 
Factories  Act  continued  to  be  met,  with  a  few  minor  lapses  quickly 
corrected.  Official  guidance  on  the  operation  of  the  for  er  Act  now  fills 
a  very  large  file  -  I  think  it  fair  to  comment  that  the  practice  of  sending 
five  copies  of  each  new  circular,  explanatory  note,  etc.,  to  a  department 
with  two  inspectors,  only  one  of  whom  is  likely  to  be  available  for  this 
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Workplaces  -  Offices  and  Shops,  Factories,  and  Farms .  ( C cnt . ) 


work  at  any  given  time,  is  over-generous  to  the  point  of  extravagance. 

Inspections  under  the  Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare)  Act 
are  carried  out  "by  Miss  Clements,  who  has  acquired  in  the  course  of  her 
rodent  control  duties  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  farms  in  the 
district.  During  i  97*1  60  inspections  we  re  made  at  farms,  3  "being  re¬ 
quired  to  improve  the  sanitary  accommodation  provided  for  workers. 


Housing  Surveys. 

The  centre  of  Upton  town  is  now  a  Conservation  Area,  and  many  pre¬ 
mises  are  also  the  subject  of  a  Town  Scheme  under  the  legislation  re¬ 
lating  to  historic  "buildings;  several  surveys  of  groups  of  property 
were  made  jointly  with  representatives  of  the  County  Planning  Department, 
in  order  that  planning  and  public  health  programmes  might  be  sensibly 
co-ordinated.  A  useful  working  relationship  has  been  established  between 
the  two  departments,  which  one  trusts  will  continue. 

Preliminary  surveys  were  made  of  a  proposed  general  improvement  area, 
also  in  Upton.  Work  on  the  area  has,  however,  been  overtaken  by  indivi¬ 
dual  improvement  grant  applications,  and  it  seems  quite  likely  that  the 
properties  concerned  will  be  improved  by  individual  action  without  re¬ 
course  to  area  procedure. 

No  housing  surveys  were  undertaken  outside  Upton  in  1971. 


* 


Public  water  supplies  to  the  district  are  provided  by  the  South  West 
Worcestershire  Water  Board,  and  are  sampled  periodically  by  the  County 
Health  Department,  in  addition  to  the  Board’s  own  tests.  The  Council’s 
policy  is  to  offer  a  free  sampling  service  on  request  to  those  on  private 
supplies,  and  on  mains  supplies  when  the  necessity  arises  -  i.e.  on  com¬ 
plaint. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  discolou¬ 
ration  and  unpalatab ility  of  the  main  supply  to  Upt on-up on- Severn.  Samples 
were  collected  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory,  with  varying  results;  in 
one  case,  the  sample  had  a  pronounced  orange  colouration,  and  the  laboratory 
report  indicated  that  this  was  a  very  hard  water  with  a  heavy  concentration 
of  iron,  which  for  a  limited  period  would  not  constitute  a  hazard  to  health, 
although  the  water  would  be  unpalatable  for  tea  and  unsuitable  for  laundering. 


The  milter  was  taken  up  with  the  Board,  who  advised  us  that  the  trouble 
was  due  to  work  in  progress  at  the  Upton  bore-hole  and  reservoir,  necessi¬ 
tating  a  temporary  replacement  of  the  supply  with  a  new  bulk  supply  from 
the  Strensham  water  works;  this  resulted  in  a  reversal  of  flow-direction 
in  the  mains,  which  disturbed  iron  deposits  caused  by  rusting  within  the 
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Water  Supplies,  (Cont.) 


pipe.  Following  completion  of  the  work,  the  original  Upton  supply  was  re¬ 
stored.  There  was  a  subsequent  complaint  of  over- chlorination,  which  the 
Board  stated  would  be  eliminated  by  the  installation  of  new  chlorination 
equipment . 

Recurring  complaints  of  discolouration  and  unpleasant  taste  towards 
the  end  of  the  ye^.r  suggested  that  the  Board  is  still  faced  with  a  problem 
in  respect  of  this  supply. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


The  new  sewer  from  Hartley  district  serving  parts  of  Powick  became 
operational  duping  the  year,  as  did  the  Powick  works  extension  and  the 
new  sewer  at  Ripple.  The  Welland  sewerage  scheme  was  commenced  and  is 
very  near  completion.  The  Stanks  Lane/lMewb ridge  Green  scheme  is  in¬ 
definitely  "shelved”,  its  estimated  cost  falling  b el ow  the  Government's 
critical  figure  of  £100,000.00;  the  cost  of  the  proposed  Birtsnorton 
scheme,  however,  is  now  estimated  to  be  above  that  level,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  proceed.  There  seems  no  immediate  prospect  of 
sewerage  for  the  outlying  southern  parishes  of  Bushlcy,  Eldersfield,  and 
Pendock. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Work  on  the  new  incinerator  at  Hanley  Swan  progressed  and  was  well- 
advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year;  existing  tipping  sites  remain  in  tem¬ 
porary  use  until  the  project  is  completed.  Refuse  collection  and  dis¬ 
posal  are  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  under  the  control  of  the  Council's 
Surveyor. 
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CONCLUSION 


To  the  Medical  Officer's  appreciation  of  the  help  given  "by  members 
of  the  Council  and  Staff,  I  would  like  to  add  my  own  thanks  for  their 
support  over  the  past  year.  In  particular,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Public 
Health,  Housing,  and  Planning  Committees  have  given  every  encouragement 
to  the  performance  of  public  health  duties  falling  within  their  respective 
sectors,  and  the  representatives  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  at 
Birmingham  have  contributed  much  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  1969 
Housing  Act.

At  the  tine  of  writing,  our  old  friend  and  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Green, 
is  preparing  to  steal  quietly  away  into  retirement.  It  is  an  honour  to  be 
able  to  contribute  these  pages  to  his  final  Report,  and  fitting  that  they 
should  include  a  word  of  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  department  as  a  whole, 
for  his  benevolent  guidance  these  many  years. 


Quite  simply,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  our  Medical  Officer. 

Dr,  Green  has  the  priceless  knack  of  delegation,  never  intruding  on  the 
duties  of  another  so  long  as  they  are  effectively  discharged,  but  in¬ 
fallibly  available  should  his  own  special  services  be  required:  the 
public  health  inspector’s  ideal  Medical  Officer.  His  photographic  record 
of  vanished  rural  district  landmarks  -  vanished  as  a  result  of  departmental 
action  -  will  be  much  prized:  his  sense  of  humour  much  missed;  his  de¬ 
parture  much  regretted.  We  wish  him  a  long  and  happy  retirement,  and  hope 
he  will  find  time  to  visit  the  department  occasionally  -  if  only  to  register 
a  complaint.
